O preserve closet is complete 

without a fair sprinkling of 

sweet pickled dainties. These 
pickles are good with cold meats, as 
salad garnishes, and for sandwich 
use. Home-made sweet pickles are 
so wholesome that they may be used 
as an appetizer in the school lunch- 
eon occasionally, and they are the 
only pickles that should be allowed 
on the nursery table—just for the 
older children, of courses. 

When putting up chard by the 
cold-pack method, remove'the stout 
mid-rib from the leaves and cut it 
in small pieces for pickling with 
thickly-sliced green tomatoes. When 
sweet-pickling cauliflower, pick the 
heads at their best just before they 
are quite ripe, then they will make 
a firmer pickle. 

Sweet Pickled Chard and Tomatoes. 

Put three pints of vinegar in an 
enameled preserve kettle with three 
pounds of sugar, a piece of green 
ginger, a thinly-sliced lemon, four 
sticks of the best quality of cinna- 
mon and 12 cloves. Add a spice- 
bag, and let the mixture come to the 
boiling point. Have r two 
quarts of the chard stems Of mid- 
ribs, cut In half-inch lengths, and 
30 firm, green tomatoes sliced, that 
have stood one hour in a brine made 
of half a cupful of salt, a teaspoon- 
ful of powdered alum and water to 
cover. Drain and rinse wellin cold 
water, and drain thoroughly, then 
add them to the hot vineger. Cook 
gently cntil the tomatoes are trans- 
parent in appearance, but not ¢oft, 
lift them with a skimme~ carefully 
to a colander, then boll down the 
syrup until it is rich, clear and re- 
duced in quantity, remove the ginger 
and the spice-bag, return the toma- 
toes and chard and’ cook gently for 
five minutes, pour into a hot, dry 
ctock and set to cool. It takes a 
week for the spices to strike through 
and flavor the pickles perfectly. Cov- 
er with a clean cloth and store in 
a cool, safe place. 


Sweet Pickled Cauliflower. 


Pick as many heads as are needed. 
Four large heads make quite a lot 
of pickles. Cut the flowers in con- 
venient pieces and use the roots in 
soup. Put the flowers into a brine 
and let them stand for one hour. 
Drain and put them into a steamer 
and steam 10 minutes. then set 
aside to cool. Meantime, put a quart 
of vinégar and two pounds of sugar 
into the kettle with a sliced lemon 
and a large spice-bag. a few loose 
cloves, 4 small piece of ginger and 
some broken sticks of cinnamon. Mix 
a teaspoongal of curry powder with 
the sugar before it is wet. Boil the 
vinegar five minutes, then put in the 
caulifiower, cook until ‘it looks 
transparent at the edges. remove 
with a skimmer, cook down the 
syrup to a rich consistency. return 
the cauliflower and cook for five 
minutes. These pickles may be 
stored in a crock or put into pre- 
serve jars. whichever seems the more 
convenient.
